JACK SYMONDS 


There used to be an old time frontiersman around Fort Mc- 
Leod called Jack Symonds. He had, we think, at one time, been 
in the North West Mounted Police, and afterwards followed the 
vocation of a cow puncher. He is said to have been a little bit 
under a cloud at the time of the South African war, but he came 
in from some remote part of the range and joined up with Strath- 
cona’s Horse. He was a first class fighting man and soon became 
a sergeant. He wasa story teller of parts, and on his return from 
the war had some interesting tales to relate. He foregathered 
with Mr, John Hawkes, present provincial librarian of Saskatche- 
wan in Calgary and told the following incident: 

“A party of Strathcona’s Horse was on patrol duty. They 
rode up to a Boer farm house, on which a white flag was display- 
ed. As they were dismounting a volley was fired from the win- 
dows and the leader of the party fell from his horse, shot through 
the head. Symonds in his capacity of sergeant, took command of 
the party. A temporary retreat was ordered and then the Boer 
house was beset in the approved mounted infantry manner. It 
was eventually carried by assault without further casualties and 
seven Boers with arms in their hands were captured. According 
to Symonds’ story he immediately proceeded to execute sum- 
mary justice upon them for their breach of the amenities of civi- 
lized warfare, A stunted tree was found growing near by. Hal- 
ter shanks were requisitioned and five Boers were already sus- 
pended from the limbs when a British patrol appeared on the 
scene to the immense relief of the wto Boers who were still wait- 
ing to be hanged. ‘ 

“What the devil does this mean sergeant?" said the Imperial 
Officer as Symonds clicked his heels and came to the salute. 

“Don't know sir,’ replied Symonds, “it appears to me like 
an extraordinary cases of collective suicide.”’ 

Mr. Hawkes was greatly edified by this tale, and some years 
afterwards, having occasion to visit Fort Mcleod, remembered 
Symonds, and asked about him.

CRUSOE’S RETURN TO 
ENGLAND 


One day an English ship came 
in sight and from it a number of 
men landed near Crusoe’s house. 
They brought three prisoners. At 
dusk when the men were asleep, 


Crusoe approached the captives 
and found -they were the officers 


of the ship. There had been a 


mutiny on board. 


Crusoe released the three men 
and the captain was restored to 
his ship, and leaving the survivors 
of the mutineers on the island, 
Crusoe, taking Friday with him, 
left the island on December -19, 
1686, the same day of the month 
on which he made his escape from 
Sallee. He arrived in England 
June 11, 1687, after an absence 
of thirty-five years. Soon after 
he found that his estate had been 
managed so well during his ab- 
sence that he was worth $5,000 a 
year. He afterwards married and 
settled down in Bedfordshire, 
England. But after his wife's 
death the old roving spirit came 
upon him once again and he start- 
ed out revisiting his island, which 
had now become a thriving col- 
ony. Eventually he reached Lon- 
don, on January 10, 1705, after 
another absence of over ten 
years, 


“Here,” he says, “I resolved to 
prepare for a longer journey than 
all those I had yet taken, having 
lived a life of infinite variety, 
seventy-two years and learned to 
know the value of retirement and 
the blessing of ending our days in 
peace.”

The different treaties arranged 
between the government of Can- 
ada and the Canadian Indians 
make interesting study. 


Liberal Terms 


In reading these treaties one 
cannot but admire the’ evident 
intention on the part of the gov- 
ernment, as represented by the 
different treaty commissioners to 
deed generously, even bountifully, 
with the red men, who, in enter- 
ing into the agreements mace 
from time to time, relinquished 
any rights they may have had in 
the soil, thus opening a new 
world for settlement and cultiva- 


tion by the people who have 
come from Britain and over- 
crowded Europe to find homes 
with us. 


In his long report to the Gov- 
ernor-General on these treaties, 
Lieut.-Governor Morris pointed 
out that the provisions of these 
agreements must be carried out 
with the utmost good faith and 
with the nicest exactness by the 
government, He emphasized the 
importance of a judicious selec- 
tion of agents and farm instruc- 
tors, with the additional aid of 
well selected carpenters and 
school teachers. He looked for- 
ward to seeing the Indians become 
faithful allies of the Crown and 
a gradually increasing and self- 
supporting people, 

It was only to be expected that

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CRIME IN THE WEST 


Crime appears to be contagious. Following the daring rob 
bery of the Crow's Nest train near Frank, in Alberta, and the 
fatalities which occurred in connection with it, comes the news of 
the invasion of northeastern Saskatchewan by a party of armed 
bandits who have committed several] outrages and wounded sev 
eral persons, 

The reputation of northwestern Canada as law abiding 
region, despite its remote frontiers, has been remarkable. We 
have had very little of the lawlessness and wild life which was 
characteristic of the American frontier. This has been due to 
two reasons. The first; that the original settlers which came 
into the country were of that steady, progressive British stock 
who.xhave an inherent respect for law and order; the second, 
that the North West Mounted Police, with their splendid organi- 
zation, and esprit de corps and personal efficiency spread terror 
in the hearts of evil doers. Of late years, however, many peo 
ple of foreign extraction have come into the country and the 
North West Mounted Police has become a Dominion body and 
have ceased to belong peculiarly to the north west. Most of 
their local work has been taken over by the provincial police of 
the western provinces. “These men are unquestionably doing 
good work, and in certain individual instances have performed 


exploits well worthy of the ex rmple set them by the red-coated 


However, they have neither the numbers nor the 


troopers. 
semi-military organization which enabled the Mounted Police 
to perform their duties so efliciently, and it may be that those 
inclined to crime do not hold them in the same awe. 

The chief offenders against the laws of person and pro- 
perty appear to be men of Russian birth or extraction, and | 
may, perhaps be influenced by the pernicious Bolshevist doc- 
trines which are being spread abroad in the country of their 
origin. 

It would, therefore, seem as if the first thine to do is to 
capture and punish the criminals, and then see that as few peo 
ple of their type as possible are permitied to find harborage in 


Canada.

In the past our emigration laws have been much too 
little were admitted to the country. Last year the emigration 
laws were amended so as to make them much more stringent, 
but there is still some room for improvement. 

This country is British and we must see to it that there is a 
sufficient majority of the Anglo Saxon race to stamp their char 
acteristics on the life of the whole country. As long as we keep 
our British sentiment, tradition and race, we have little to fear. 


THE EXCHANGE QUESTION 


Despite the adverse exchange rate investors in Great Britain 
are beginning to take a good deal of interest in Canadian invest- 
ments. ‘This is particularly true of enterprises which, while sound 
in themselves give promise of a speculative profit. 

Many prominent Britishers have recently visited the Domin 
ion to size up conditions, and there are indications that more are 
coming. 

Various reasons are advanced for the low rate of exchange 
against Britain and other European countries in the States; it is 
asserted that it is the result of an inflexible, automatic economic 
rule. This may be so, but it is sure that the Americans are taking 
advantage of it to the utmost, to add to their profit in their trad 
ing relations with Canada, Why they do this is obvious 
when the fact is taken into consideration that the American dollar 
gains in value, just so soon as it is transferred to the Dominion. 

In Canada we are unfortunate enough to be to a certain ex 
tent at least, under the influence of the New York money markets 
and owing to our financial arrangement with the States we are 
forced to discount to some extent the British pound sterling. It 
is true that the balance of trade has something to do with this 
question, but we cannot get the idea out of our minds that the 
astuteness of the Yankee trader in endeavoring to do business 
to his national and personal advantage is also a pretty big factor. 
The way to adjust the matter is tq nee everv possible stimulus to 
business in Canada; to increase our production and manufacture; 
and to obtain our commercial independence, 

There is every indication, however, that British money will 
come in considerable sums to the Dominion, despite the adverse 


exchange rate, 


REFUGE FOR AGITATORS

For many years the United States admitted all sorts and con 
ditions of people to their shores—-Cammorists and Black Hand 
ers from Italy; Anarchists from Russia; and revolutionaries from 
other European countries found within the land of the free a safe 
asylum and a held for their pernicious activities. Of late, how 
ever, the Government of the United States has found out the 
menace that some of the people may be to the welfare of the 
country, and stringent immigration regulations have been put 
into effect, 

We are ge.(ing too many people of this nature in Canada, 
and in this respect at least, it would be well for our Government 
to take a leaf out of the book of our neighbors to the south.
